At the first meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Council held in 1917 the an- 
nouncement was made that the sum 
of 189.04 will be turned over to a 
patriotic purpose as the proceeds 
from the recent nttsburg trip of the 
hockey team. The games at Pitts- 
burg were played tinder the under- 
standing that the proceeds were to 
be devoted towards some patriotic 
fund. 

The meeting held on January 19 
was attended by the new Faculty re- 
presentatives, K. P. Tsolalnos, Arts; 
W. H. Schiedel, Science; T. P. Dillon, 
Law, and H. H, Pitts, Medicine, who 
were Introduced, while two of the re- 
tiring Faculty representatives, 8. J. 
w, Llddy, Science, and It. J. Clarke, 
Arts, were also present. The other 
membera in attendance were: Frank 
B. Common, president; H. R. Mor- 
gan, vice-president; D. C, Smelter, 
Track Club; A. H. Greenwood, Foot- 
ball Club; J. w. Rooney, Hockey 
Club; and W. H. Gerrle, Athletic As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Common, on motion, appointed 
a committee to deal with the drafting 
of rules to govern the conduct ot fu- 
ture college elections held under the 
control ot the Students' Council. 

A motion was passed asking the 
Literary and Debating Society to en- 
deavor to economize in lue expendi- 
ture of Council monies for the pur- 
chase of refreshments.

'16, be- 
ing with the Canadian Engineers. Of 
the squad, Flight Sub-Lieut. "Pat" 
Kennedy, has met his death through 
accident while flying over England. 
"Buster" Reid has been twice wound 
ed and three times mentioned in de» 
patches. George Lalng, the presi- 
dent, is a captain in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps. "Pep." Paisley, the 
captain, is a lieutenant in the Cana- 
dian Artillery, -and is now taking his 
captain's course at Kingston. Routho 
waite is a lieutenant in the McGill 
Siege Battery in England. "Bill" 
Pennock is a lieutenant iu the Cana- 
dian Engineers in France, and has 
beeu mentioned for distinguished 
bravery. "Johnny" Todd is now act 
ing adjutant of the 60th Canadian 
Battalion in France, and has been 
wounded. Herb. Wootlatt is with the 
Royal Flying Corps. Walter Jeffrey 
la a sergeant in the Canadian artll 
lery overseas. Lome Montgomery is 
a lieutenant in the 42nd Canadian 
Highlanders in France, after a year's 
service -with No. 3 Canadian General 
Hospital. Pringle Snath, serving with 
the Canadian Engineers, has been 
wounded. Norm Williamson is serv 
ing in the Royal Navy on a destroyer. 
Art Brown went overseas not long 
ago as a lieutenant in the Canadian 
Engineers. Ross Laing is in the Fly- 
ing servi e after serving at the front 
with the Canadian Signallers, in which 
McCall is also serving. Dud Ross Is 
with the McGill General Hospital, 
while Otto Demuth has returned to 
England, after being Invalided to Can- 
ada suffering from Injuries received 
on the Somme while a captain in the 
Royal Army Medical Corps.

Douglas is Now Employed on 
Railway Work in France.

From Lieut. G\ Vibert Douglas, Sci, 
'16, has come news, to Dean Adams 
of several McGill men serving in the 
Northumberland Fusiliers. Lieut. 
Douglas writes: — 

"I got your letter some lime ago. 
AVe are now on an entirely new Job. 
Wo were taken off our treuch work 
and aro now Railway Pioneers. We 
are sort ot passive reslsters, because 
although within shell fire range we 
are too far hack to ever shoot back; 
grin und bear it is all that is left. We 
were working one day at a crowded 
railhead putting down a line. Th- 
yard was packed with lorries and G. 
S. wagons and teams, when up start- 
ed tho Hoc lie and within two shakes 
there was wild pandemonium, horses 
bolted and men scattered. The Hun 
kept this up for twenty minutes, and 
all the damage done was one man a 
slight scratch, no horses hit, but 
some rails and materials smashed up 
a hit. it was an extraordinary lucky 
thing. A lot of our officers have left 
'or one thing or another, and I have 
the Company now. 1 have come across 
a great number of Canadian railway 
men, most of them from McGill. 

"G. S. S. Gordon <8cl. '17), is 
putting up some hospitals, and clear- 
ing stations now. Locock, (Sci. '16), 
•s still wtih us and very fit. 1 have 
not heard from Penney, (Sci. '15), for 
a long time." 

Another former well known Science 
student, Lieut. S. C. Montgomery, 
Sci. '15, writes to Dean Adams as 
follows; 

"Received your welcome letter af- 
ter long delay, due to my mail not 
being forwarded from England. Land- 
ed out here in the middle of Novem- 
ber in time to see some of the 'Big 
Show.' Was not very sorry, how- 
ever, when we moved out. Wo moved 
o a quiet part of the line, which 
seemed like the 'Promised Land' at- 
er the other. It almost seemed too 
good to be true. However, it has been 
a little more lively lately, 

"Was not lucky enough to get back 
to my old Division. Landed in a 
battery where out of six officers, four 
of us are McGill men, one Varsity and 
the other R.M.C. Jordan, of '12, 
and myself, were lucky enough to 
come to the same battery (the 26th). 
The other McGill men are the Major, 
13 C. Hale, of Quebec, I think, and 
the Captain, K. Carruthers, who grad- 
uated in Mining. Probably Profes- 
sor Porter will remember the Cap- 
tain. 

"Had a decidedly more comfortable 
time this second Xmaa in France, than 
the first. It was not as quiet along 
the 'Line' this year. Spent New 
Year's Eve and Day up front on ob- 
servation duty. Had rather a good 
time shooting up Fritz and his Works, 
so did not mind very much. 

"Glad to hear that the Dully is go- 
>ng strong; some , time since I have 
seen one. I saw, the other day, that 
H. J. Daubney had won the Mili- 
tary Cross. Very glad to hear it 
Alan Oliver used to be Iu this bat- 
tery—poor fellow was killed In the 
'Big Show' shortly after he had won 
the Military Cross. Beatty, of Arte 
•15, went to the v 20th Battery, and T. 
A. Williams- of Sci. '15, to the 5th 
Battery,"

THE STUDENTS COUNCIL. 
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THE "MOVIE" MENACE. 

Never has there been a time when more has been written or more 
spoken about the solidarity of the British Empire, and on every hand 
we are confronted by slogans of "Made in Canada," or "Made in 
Britain." Our Government has taken great pains in certain direc- 
tions, to aid the furtherance of this cause by prohibiting certain ob- 
jectionable newspapers from entering Canada, but have neglected an 
Stem of greater moment which effects a great mass of the people of 
this'country. We refer to the moving picture theatres. 

The tired business man, the worried mother and father, and the 
overtaxed student resort to the "movies" as a means of recreation, 
I if they have presented before them suitable films, emerge Iron, 
the amusement house in lighter spirits and provided with food for 
thought. It' is, on the other hand, a rare occurrence that such films 
arc presented to the patronizing public, and as a general rule the 
pictures produce a momentary excitement, which, to persons easily 
intimidated, and to children, arc the cause of vivid and alarming 
dreams. 

One can rarely visit a picture-house to-day without seeing a pic- 
ture of some Mexican affair, with a disgustingly meaningless attempt 
at realization of modern fighting. Such films may have been intended 
for a good purpose to our neighbors across the line, but the question 
is, why should the people of this country be forced to view such 
things? Surely at this time a matter of as little importance fades into 
an insignificance beyond compare. No one who has witnessed a pic- 
ture as "The Battle of the Somme," followed newspaper accounts 
• of the fighting in France, or has talked with returned men can fail 
to see the ridiculous side of these presentations. 

Then, too, of what interest is it to the vast majority of people 
in our country, for whom the theatre managers should cater, whe- 
ther or not the governor of this or that state had dinner with so and 
so, what new and useless exfravag' iico has seized the fancy of those 
people, whose chief has occupied the headlines on the front page 
for the last six weeks. 

From the meagre supply of British and Canadian films which 
have becu presented in this city, we venture to say there is abundant 
evidence to prove that sufficient films made in the Empire are avail- 
able, and every means should be brought to bear to see that this is 
carried into effect. Then, and only then, will the public be provided 
with desirable films, and another great connecting link will be made 
in the chain of solidarity which is our fervent desire. 



Tho deputation, representing the 
ottlsh School Bonrds' Association,

resent system of education in Scot- 
nidi raised nn Important tiuostlon. i 
he deputation contended that the 
ropoBiils which wore being made in j 
.'1'taln quarters, to abolish the school j 
ïards ami hand over education to , 
te municipal authorities, should not 
;o unchallenged. The schools wore 
ufflclently numerous nnd varied to 
all for tho undivided attention of the 
uthority specially selected for the 
urpose, and if the work of manngc- 
iient wore handed over to the Cotin- 
y Councils, they would have to dole- 
;ate to bodies of managers, not popu- 1 
nrly elected, the control of mnuy ; 
educational matters. Such a system i 
.mild, in tact, tho deputation Insist- ! 
jil, suffer alike from over-centrallza- I 
!où and devolution. 

Few will bo inclined to question 
hat the present system has worked 
veil in Scotland; whilst tho only ox- j 
erience with the other system Is to 
be found in England, whoro condi- 
tions are in many ways different. 
Scotland has always attached special 
mportanco to education. As early as 
1494, freeholders were required, by a 
statute of King James IV., to send 
their heirs to school to acquire "per- 
fect Latin." Some sixty years later, 
under the influence of John Knox, tho 
Church Assembly decreed that In cv- 
jry parish of tho country districts 
here should be a teacher of "first 
ii: uvnts"; whilst in 1692, parish 
chola in connection with the Estab- 

flhed Church of Scotland, wore set 
ip by parliamentary statute, nnd a 
'ax wns lovled upon landowners for 
their support. Finally, in 1S72, the 
Scottish Education Act made the 
provision of school boards universal, 
and tho property and control of exist- 
ng schools, burgh nnd parish, wore 
■onsigned to them. At the samo time 
many other provisions were made, 
such as the fixing of the age for leav- 
ing school ut 14, tho providing of 
meals for children in need, and the 
defraying of the cost of conveyance 
tn outlying parts. Such provisions 
showed Scotland well ahead of her 
sister country. A marked feature, ill- 
deed, about tho Scottish view of edu- 
cation is, and always has been, the 
widespread nature of the interest tak- 
en in the matter, and it is just this 
attitude which the existence of 
boards, devoting themselves exclu- 
sively to education, and ^accountable 
directly to the people for the satis- 
factory discharge of their duties, 
would seem most to encourage. It 
was this attitude which was revealed 
by Dr. Smith, the leader of the depu- 
tation already referred to, when he 
said that the Scottish people would 
hesitate to expose education to the 
risks of its interests being divided 
with other interests in the hands of 
the local authority. It Is, neverthe- 
less, as tho Secretary for Scotland 
indicated, a matter for legitimate dis- 
cussion.

HIGH COST OF HIGHER EDUCATION. 

The way higher institutions of learning are pleading for money 
is almost' staggering. From rich and hoary institutions in the older 
states, down to the struggling little schools of the mountains and 
prairie, they're all doing it. Here comes the University of Illinois 
as one instance, with the need of $5,000,000 more for buildings in 
the next ten years. Many others have equally ambitious programmes. 

The cost of higher education is tremendously increasing. Part 
of this, of course, is legitimate. Building materials arc high and 
labor still higher. There must be the most perfect of heating, plumb- 
ing and ventilating systems. Buildings must be architecturally 
beautiful, and expensive architects must be employed. The class- 
rooms must have chemical and scientific equipment enough to oper- 
ate a factory. I 

The average uneducated man can't understand all this. It looks 
wasteful to him. But' there are plenty of wealthy men who can well 
afford these fine buildings, and they do add dignity to college life. 
They show a noble interest in education, and the money could be 
spent much worse. But the quality of instruction should never be 
sacrificed to get fine buildings. The most elaborate equipment is, 
after all, but a minor Issue. The education of the boys lies not in re- 
torts, and chemicals and electrical machines, but in the inspiration 
that flows from mind to mind. One man with the gift of imparting 
enthusiasm is worth more than the finest marble ever laid. ' 

Also the colleges need to do more for the boy of small means. It 
is not an easy thing for boys to work their way through. If can be 
done and is done by thousands, but it is a severe strain, and sonic of 
them ruin their health by doing it. The best monument to a giver 
is not some palace of a study hall, but a well invested fund whose 



yearly dividends help along some struggling but promising student.

In contrast to the exceedingly large 
decrease in attendance at Canadian 
Universities, practically every one of 
the larger American UnivcrBitW has 
an increased registration, as shown 
by the registration figures of twenty- 
nine of the largest colleges in the 
United States. 

New York University leads the list 
in numbers, and probably has the 
most students pursuing definite 
courses. Columbia, which has former- 
ly been granted this position, owes 
much of Its numerical strength to its 
summer school and extension courses. 
It is estimated that more than 20 000 
people are reached annually through 
Its extra-curriculum courses.

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The following letter, written by Mr. 
Poultney Bigelow, who is shortly to 
visit Montreal, appeared in the New 
York Times recently. The masterly 
manner in which Mr, Bigelow treats 
of the Hun as a Colonist Is our ex- 
cuse, if excuse be necessary, for re- 
printing it. The letter follows! 
Malden-on-Huûson, Jan 11, 1917. 

To %i5* E ? itor of thB N,w York T """ s 
What does a rhapsodical correspon- 
dent mean when he Invades your edi- 
torial page in order to say that "no 
people was ever riper for a republic 
Jian the German"? Permit me to 
,/olnt out that Germany does not yet 
exist either as a peopfo or as a na- 
tion. Wo know Bavarians and Sax- 
ons, Wurttembergers and Rhlneland- 
ers, Poles, Danes and Alsatians, and, 
above them all, .wielding the lash of 
military efficiency, Is the Prussian 
junker, these many States are not 
of one blood, nor do they all speak 
one language. The man who travels 
from the Baltic to tbe Alps and knows 
history and : hnology will pass 
through human strata no less 'diver- 
gent than between Massachusetts 
and the city of Mexico— yet the Prus- 
sian Junker claims them as his and 
calls them German, 

There have been movements in fa- 
vor of constitutional liberty within 
the borders of the present German 
Empire but they have emanated from 
South German States; from the civ- 
ilised sections that produced Uhland 
and Schiller, Beethoven and Mozart. 
South Germany welcomed the troops 
of the First French Republic and 
planted liberty poles in every village 
aiong tbe Rhine from Cologne to 
Mainz. To the German ot 1792 
France meant liberty; and even arter 
tbe Corsican Napoleon became Em- 
peror and Dictator, the States of 
South Germany bore his yoke quite as 
cheerfully as they had ever borne 
that of their own rulers by divine 
right. 

But throughout those years Prussia 
remained what she always had been, 
what she is to-day, the land of tbe 
serf, ruled by the Junker, or land- 
owning aristocracy. Napoleon ruled 
Prussia as a vassal State from the 
year of the battle of Jena (1806) to 
the year 1813, when all Europe unit- 
ed in the battle of Lefpsic to break 
the power of this gigantic peace dis- 
turber. But an contented was the 
Prussian King as a vassal of France 
that even after all the disasters of 
the Russian campaign of 1812 he de- 
clined to Join the allies until Russia 
invaded his eastern provinces and 
threatened to hold them as conquer- 
ed territory. 

Then it was that Prussian troops 
first marched under the spell of lib- 
erty. They marched at the call of 
a Russian Emperor and their expenses 
were met by tbe British taxpayer. 
Students and professors from every 
university crowded to tho colors and 
sang of a uew Fatherland when lib- 
erty should ,Jfof the first time find a 
place. The King of Prussia promised 
a liberal institution, and his people 
were so simple as to bellere him. 
They foasht and bled for this "scrap 
of paper." Hut when after tared years 
of hard fSgh'ln? they returned vic- 
torious- aDd called upon Frederick 
William III. to kop bis part of the 
agreement t&ftio who voiced this 
prayer were amt ta Jatl .and those 
who protftf-tcU w .-e .shot. 

So ended the fir t great movement' 
for liberty In Prussia, which here I 
merely lndlcarte, referring ray critics 
to the "History of the German Strag- 
gle for Liberty" for detail Informa- 
tion highly distajteful to' tbe Hohen- 
zotlern family, m ' 



The second great movement for 
liberty in Prussia was in 1848, The 
people rose in all parts of the coun- 
try, chased their sovereigns from the 
many thrones or compelled them to 
yield to the democratic demands. In 
Berlin the late Emperor William I. 
escaped to England in disguise, and 
the then King Frederick William IV. 
was compelled to parade the streets 
of his capital in the masquerade of a 
revolutionist, to order his troops re- 
moved from the city and to bare his 
bead before the coffins of those who 
had been killed in the street riots. 

Not only In Prussia, but throughout 
Germany and Austria, the people 
were supreme. Old they take any 
steps to maintain that supremacy? 
Did they organize a civil government? 
Did they even confiscate the royal 
treasure? The answer Is In any his- 
tory of Germany that is not editod by 
the Prussian • censor. Suffice It to 
say that when a congress of the 
whole German people met at Frank- 
fort to deliberate in the name of a 
free and self-governing people they 
wasted their time and opportunities 
in much learned talk on tbe Institu- 
tions of ancient Greece and Rome; 
they insulted one another whenever 
they disagreed over an obscure text, 
and this continued until the various 
monarchs found courage to return. 
Then they quietly started their sol- 
dlers, scattered the congressional pat- 
riots, sent to jail all they caught, and 
shot enough to create a wholesome 
precedent. So died the last effort 
to establish self-government In Ger- 
many. 

Does your rhapsodical correspond- 
ent snort at me Indignantly and claim 
that all I say refers to times past and 
that to-day all Is changed? Let me 
then take bim by the hand and carry 
htm— not merely to England, but to 
every British colony, to every Chin- 
ese treaty port, to every settlement 
where a few of the great race are 
compelled to make the most of a 
community without police. There he 
will see men of a race who instinc- 
tively and as though automatically 
call a meeting, elect a Chairman, re- 
solve themselves Into committees or- 
ganize a civil and military govern- 
ment on tbe spot, and, most import- 
ant of all, obey the orders of those 
whom they have elected. 

Then I take my German friend with 
me to the colonies lately under Prus- 
sian rule— colonies that I have visit- 
ed and studied with sorrow. And 
there the rhapsody will die from his 
truth searching vocabulary. He will 
grieve on learning that, after thirty 
years of Prussianizing, the colonial 
natives of East and West Africa, of 
German New Guinea, no less than 
Kiao-Chau, detest tbe name of their 
conquerors in spite of their Kultur. 
He will be grieved still more deeply 
on learning that whereas the good 
German peasant struggles hard to set- 
tle in Canada, Australia, tbe Cape, or 
New Zealand, be detests the notion 
of being again subject to Prussian 
rule. 

Kngland can raise all the regiments 
she needs, not merely from among 
her own white children, but from the 
natives of Chinese, Malay, African or 
Hindu blood. She can raise more 
volunteers from among the blacks of 
Jamaica or Barbados than could im- 
perial Germany from her. 1,000,000 
square mites of colonial empire in 
Africa and the South Seas, The 
Prussian is not made for liberty. We 
know Mm for ten centuries past, and 
his land has been one of slave and 
master. We have English history 
also for ten centuries, and England

Examinations are a bore, aren't 
they?

Exams, give 
them an opportunity of finding out 
how much or how little those they 
have been teaching know. The prof, 
sets the paper and then when he 
marks the results he does it In this 
fashion, "Ah! a couple ot clever stu- 
dents in that year — I must be careful 
or they will see 1 don't know much 
about this subject." Or another pats 
himself on the back and exclaims, 
"Atta boy! You've got them all tool- 
ed; they don't know anything — you 
won't have to revise your notes tor 
another year, anyhow." Some pro- 
fessors have been in this latter lucky 
class since they began their careers. 

I suppose exams, have their use — 
and abuse. The former in making the 
student do a littlq long neglected 
work in getting up a subject — the 
latter in teaching profanity to other- 
wise virtuous youths within our walls. 
It Is a popular conception nowadays 
with a great many college men that a 
wonderfully good polish may be ac- 
quired by Just "sliding through" a 
course. When a chap comes to college 
he is either going to study or not 
study— the old-fashioned students who 
used to study their lessons now have 
grandsons at the University who get 
first class honours by cramming up 
on their grandfather's notes three 
days before the exams. And it is a 
good idea in its own way. With men 
who do not vary their lectures year 
in and year out, what's the use of 
copying down- a lot of hyroglyphics 
on paper that you can't read after- 
wards? Instead, blow the dust off 
grandpa's notes— like the professor 
blows it off his year after year, and 
study a set of notes that are legibly 
written. 

And the examination hall— would- 
n't it give you tbe shivers? The 
eagle-eyed watchman patrolling the 
aisles, the cold grey of the blotting 
papers and the sameness of those 
books— that salmon pink one gets my 
goat— it looks like the eyes of a rab. 
bit that had been out for a good time. 
Why don't they make it black and be 
done with it— hang a skull and cross- 
bones on the notice board and have a 
gramaphone playing the funeral march 
as the throng tramps into the hall. 
Then the directions on the cover — 
they should be revised. Let the boys 
come in a half an hour or two hours 
after the Inquisition begins business. 
What difference does an hour or two 
make and let them go out when they 
like— sitting In there gets on a fel- 
low's nerves. Why not let him go 
down and shoot a game of pool be- 
tween questions? Talk to the pre- 
siding examiner— very likely he does- 
n't know as much as you do yourself 
—so Where's the harm— crack jokes 
with him, sing to blm, fight with him 
If you like. If more books are re- 
quired why ask the boys to rise— let 
them yell at the policeman — he's paid 
to wait on them. Tear the books if 
you want, chew them up or bring 
them home and use them for shav- 
ing paper. Draw pictures In the mar- 
gins, write your candid opinion of the 
professor there. Bring in all the books 
you think you'll require, as well as a 
megaphone, pass your paper along 
to the next fellow— he may need it. 
Be a sport. 

The Questions— really they must 
be harder on the one setting tbe pa- 
per than on the one writing. "Pick 
out the verbs in this sentence"; 
What's the sense of it— Cicero or 
LIvy or Romulus put them there 2,000 
years ago, and they've been sticking 
there ever since— what's the sense of 
picking them out now? "If ten men 
reap a field in one day, how long will 
it take 3 men to reap the same field?" 
—absolutely senseless— tbe fteld can't 
be reaped the second time— Illogical 
question. " 

"A man can raise ten pounds the 
height of his head in ten seconds, 
how long will It take htm to raise It 
as high ns the Science Building?" 
Let the man figure It out— be has to 
do the work anyhow. 

"Who was Themostlcles?" —what 
difference does It make— he's nothing 
In your young life. 

Funny to see the bunch writing, 
isn't It? One, fellow I noticed had 
his eyes glued to his book and not 
more than three Inches away from It 
—I don't understand yet how he kept 
his pen out of his optics, his back 
was bent like the graceful willow, and 
his shoulders hunched up around his 
ears. Not far away was another 
noticeable chap — he wrote at a furi- 
ous rate, simply devouring the paper, 
and after the presiding examiner had 
handed htm the, third book, he (the 
examiner), kept a close eye on him 
—wondering If he was eating tbe pa- 
per, I suppose. One time he stopped 
and dramatically poised his pen In 
the air while a far-away look came 
into his eyes— then with a Jerk he 
came back and In his haste to get tbe 
fruit of his mental labours down he 
knocked the ink over his desk and on- 
to bis -book— he seemed quite sore 
over It. Other men Just sat there 
and thought. Once in a while they 
would scratch their skulls and Jab 
their pens into the Ink, Jot down a 
word or two and then— think some 
more. 

The presiding examiners deserve 
the wages they get— they wear it out 
in boots. The footfalls of one of them 
walking up and down, made a noise 
as If they were saying, "I hope you

But they are over now— for a while 
at any rate, and we can go back to 
the regular life of an up-to-date Col- 
lege roan— skating partles^conversats, 
and fussing in general, while tbe 
books on the shelves and the table 
become covered with the grey dust of 
College Inactivity, while the cobwebs 
gather the pencilled products of our 
lecture labours Into their fond em- 
brace; while the spiders build nests 
in that pUe of notes you threw Into 
the corner after the last examination.

The adminis- 
tration of the Taplow Hospital wad 
Investigated recently. 

Colonel Oorrell hailed from llrock- 
vllle. Ont, where Ms father, the late 
George Taj lor Gorrell, was iu the 
postal service. He was born at i'ar- 
ran's Point, Ont., in 1871, and re 
ceived his education at the Brock 
ville public and high schools, and at 
McGill, from which he was graduat- 
ed in 1894. From 1886 to 1889 the 
deceased acted as private secrotary to 
the late Hon. C. F. Fraser, Q.C., Min- 
ister of Public Works at Torouto. 
and after graduation became first as- 
sistant on the staff of the Montreal 
General Hospital. After serving as 
medical superintendent of the Gar- 
rett Hospital In Baltimore, Colonel 
Gorrell went to Ottawa, where he en- 
tered practice und Joined the staff cf 
St. Luke's Hospital.
